The New Orleans district at- 
torney has charged that Os- 
wald, Shaw and the late David 
W. Ferris conspired here in 
September, 1963, to kill Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

Garrison said Shaw’s address 
book “contains a unique 
address which exists also in 
the address book of Lee Har- 
vey Oswald, as printed in the 
Warren Commission exhibits 
Volume XVI, Page 58.”

ABCDE is transposed, for 
the purpose of coding, to 
AEBDC. Garrison said a re- 
verse process is used in un- 
scrambling. 


Explains the System 


Referring to the prefix tele- 
phone exchange letters, Gar- 
rison said: 

“Oswald invariably uses the 
dial of the telephone as con- 
version machinery to convert 
letters into numbers and back 
again. He systematically adds 
the number values resulting 
in a sum which can be later 
broken down into the real ex- 
change listing.”
